The BYU women’s soccer team is 
moving to the big show, after years of 
toiling in relative obscurity. 

BYU women’s athletics administra- 
tor Lu Wallace announced Monday 
that women’s soccer will be officially 
added as an intercollegiate sport 
beginning in the fall of 1995. 

The addition of soccer brings the 
number of NCAA-sanctioned wom- 
en’s sports at BYU to 10. Wallace 
said that is the maximum amount 
allowed by the NCAA. 

“We are delighted to provide an 
experience for women to participate 
at the NCAA level in soccer,” 
Wallace said. 

BYU women’s soccer currently 
functions as an extramural sport. The 
team plays in the National Collegiate 
Club Soccer Association. BYU placed 
second in last year’s NCCSA tourna- 
ment. 

Clayne Jensen, BYU athletic direc- 
tor, said the change will not affect the 
men’s soccer program, which will 
remain an extramural sport. However, 
he said men’s soccer could become an 
NCAA-sanctioned spert if BYU 
dropped another men’s sport from its 


intercollegiate program. Jensen said 
the issue will be considered. 

Jennifer Rockwood, current coach 
of the women’s soccer team, said she 
found out Monday morning the soccer 
program would be upgraded. 
Rockwood said she has worked exten- 
sively during her six years as head 
coach to add soccer to BYU’s inter- 
collegiate program. 

“We’re very excited to hear about 
the announcement. There will be a lot 
of happy soccer players ... both on the 
current team and those who want to 
come to BYU to play on scholarship,” 
said Rockwood. 

Wallace said that as an intercolle- 
giate sport, soccer will offer 10 or 14 
scholarships next year. She said BYU 
will eventually offer 14 scholarships, 
the maximum number possible under 
NCAA regulations. 

An announcement will be made in 
October or November, when a head 
coach is selected, Wallace said. The 
coach will then be able to begin 
recruiting for next season. 

“T don’t think [the program] should 
change a lot,” said soccer player 
Camille Lubeck. “The level of com- 
petition will be higher, but we are 
definitely good enough to compete 
with Division I schools.” 


Y accepts IB high school credits for G.E. requirements

Some students may have more BYU 
credits than they think they have. 

While “thousands and thousands” of 
incoming freshman bring with them 
Advanced Placement (AP) credit, 
International Baccalaureate (IB) cred- 
it is now being accepted by BYU as 
well, said Neal Kramer, assistant dean 
of General and Honors Education. 

The IB examinations program is 
comparable to the AP program, in that 
students can earn college credit by 
completing high school courses and 
taking tests scored at the national 
level, said Jeff Tanner, associate dean 
of Admissions and Records. 

Students who earned a five, six or 
seven score in either the subsidiary 
level or the higher level on IB exams 
can receive credit for selected BYU 
courses, Tanner said. 

Students may receive up to six hours 
of general credit and possibly fill a 
general education requirement, 
according to a BYU press release.

Because students with parents in the 
military and other government careers 
are often required to move every few 
years and change schools, it was diffi- 
cult for them to get a standard educa- 
tion, he said. 
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About 20 miles away at the crash site, investigators continued their search for 
clues. They were trying to determine whether the right engine of the Boeing 
737-300 inadvertently went into reverse before the plane nose-dived six miles 
short of Pittsburgh International Airport. 

Records show that a crew flying the 7- year-old plane reported difficulty 2 1/2 
months ago in putting the right engine into reverse, said National 
Transportation Safety Board member Carl Vogt. Part of the reverser was 
replaced July 3 and the device was lubricated, Vogt said. There had been no 
complaints since then. 

Witnesses told investigators the jet rolled to the left before it crashed. John 
Nance, an air safety analyst i in Seattle, said that if the right engine’s thrust were 
reversed, the plane wouid have moved to the right. 

He cautioned that “this impact was so horrendous and the scattered parts so 
thoroughly hashed up that no conclusion right now, no matter how obvious it 
might seem, can be relied on.” 


Protestant militants claim they bombed train 


DUBLIN, Ireland — Protestant militants claimed responsibility for a bomb 
that injured two train passengers Monday, and said the attack was a warning 
that Northern Ireland’s Protestant majority would not be “coerced, forced or 
persuaded into a united Ireland.” 

The attack was the first in Ireland since the Irish Republican Army announced 
a cease-fire Aug. 31 in its violent 25-year campaign to drive the British from

Prosecutors seek death penalty in Orem burning 


OREM — Prosecutors say they. will seek the death penalty against a man 
accused of the incendiary slaying of his roommate on Labor Day. 

Scott Austin Causey, 21, was charged Monday with aggravated murder, a 
capital offense, and first- degree felony aggravated arson. He appeared in 4th 
Circuit Court, where a Sept. 21 preliminary hearing date was set. Causey will 
be held in jail without bail. 

Causey is accused of dousing 54-year-old Glen Cowden with gasoline and 
setting him on fire in his southeast Orem home. Cowden died about five hours 
after the 8:30 a.m. fire. 

The incident apparently erupted after Cowden had told Causey he did not 
allowing smoking in his home. 

Residents reported hearing two explosions and a scream as Cowden came 
running out of the house engulfed in flames. As neighbors sprayed Cowden 
with a ‘arden hose and covered him with wet sheets he told them that someone 
threw gas on him.

HILL AIR FORCE BASE — The 34th Fighter Squadron has left for the 
Persian Gulf for a three-month mission to protect the United Nations no-fly 
zone over Iraq. 

Thé entire unit, including ground crew and pilots flying 18 F-16s, were 
deployed from Hill Air Force Base on Sunday to join a Composite Wing sta- 
tioned in Saudi Arabia. 

The squadron is expected to be relieved a week after Christmas by Hill’s 
42\st Fighter Squadron. 

Col. Daniel Dick, commander of the 388th Fighter Wing under which the two 
squadrons serve, said deployment to Saudi Arabia has become almost routine 
for some members. A few are going back to the Middle East for the third or 
fourth time. 

Sr. Airman Jimmy Perkins, who was leaving for the Gulf for his second time, 
said this trip should be easier because he knows what to expect. 

“The first time it was a big cultural shock,” he said. “But the good thing is 
that being over there helped me better accept other people the way they are. 
People are just different. I’m probably as weird to them as they are to me.’

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Time to demolish 
Academy is now 


If Provo City indeed values common sense, fairness and free-market eco- 
nomics, Mayor George Stewart will send Texas developer Fred Lucas and 
his team packing when he meets with them today to hear their case for 
restoring the Brigham Young Academy buildings. 

Lucas, a developer from Austin, plans to talk with Stewart one day before 
the mayor’s announced deadline for hearing restoration arguments. Stewart 
agreed to hold off demolition of the structures for an extra month only after 
The Utah Heritage Foundation filed a federal lawsuit to block his plans to 
level Academy Square and turn the site over to Georgetown Development, a 


local construction firm. 


If restoration proponents imagine Lucas riding in on a white steed loaded 
down with bundles of money and driven by a moral responsibility to salvage 
the valuable heritage embodied in the historical buildings, they are mistak- 
en. Such sentimentality is for fairy tales, not real life where the bottom line 


is still-dollars and:cents. 


Novone is*happy about.the state of the Academy Square buildings. And 
most of us would love.to seé them restored to the grand buildings they were 
at the turn of the century:-However, as Georgetown owner John Dester cor- 
rectly points out, “Time has killed this place.” 

Like Dester, Stewart knows that practical concerns — not nostalgia — 
must decide the fate of these buildings. Economic realities and safety wor- 
rie$-are two practical factors that call for the immediate demolition of the 


Academy Square edifices. 


Provo City, which owns the site, estimates restoration costs at $20 million. 
Not-even Lucas’ figure of between $8.5 million and $9 million warrants 
speculation about preservation merely for historical motives. The dangerous 


state of the buildings 


abandoned for more than 20 years — has Stewart 


worried about the city’s liability in the event of an accident on the property. 
Stewart should honor his contract with Georgetown Development. Their 
plans call for preserving the bricks and foundations of the buildings for use 
in their project and including a museum that would honor the Provo heritage 
symbolized by Brigham Young Academy. In addition, the shops, offices and 
rent space Georgetown plans to build over the site would bolster the area’s 


economy. 


And Provo — especially restoration advocates — should remember that 
Luéas calls himself a developer, not a preserver. He plans to market the 
restored buildings for commercial use. After all, what return would a $9 
million historical landmark for the people of Provo yield to him?

Quayle invokes new style 


while making comeback 


It was refreshing Thursday to see former 
Vice President Dan Quayle get his due. 
CNN devoted a full hour of live coverage 
of his San Francisco “Murphy Brown II” 
speech, CNN’s “Crossfire” spent 30 min- 
utes analyzing his likely bid for the presi- 
dency, and ABC’s “Nightline” gave a very 
candid, even favorable piece on the former 
veep’s career since leaving Washington. 

The coverage was all very fair; it was all 
very surprising. 

Quayle’s persona seemed at ease 
Thursday as he re-addressed the issue of a 
“poverty of family values.” Bernard Shaw 
said he “seemed less wooden.” It’s true, he 
seems rejuvenated — he seems like a new 
person. 

He’s well-seasoned, a little wiser, a little 
older and a lot more confident. No longer 
does he represent the president, and gone 
are the days of being the administration’s 
fall guy. 

Quayle is well-suited these days promot- 
ing his own agenda. — 

As TY’s talking heads analyze his presi- 
dential potential, Mr. Quayle has kept 
busy in the public eye promoting his book, 
“Standing Firm,” in 
33 cities, appearing 
on talk shows and 
doing newspaper 
interviews. His book 
has been widely suc- 
cessful, selling nearly 
500,000 copies. He’s 
been actively campaigning for Republican 
candidates, including California Gov. Pete 
Wilson. He works for the Hudson 
Institute, a conservative think-tank that 
pushes for legislative reforms. And he 
writes a weekly syndicated column. 

But the question still lingers: Will he or 
won't he make a run for the presidency? 
The former veep says he'll make an official 
announcement after the November mid- 
term elections. In a recent interview with 
“PrimeTime Live’s” Diane Sawyer, Quayle 
said he and his wife, Marilyn, have pur- 
posely put off discussion of running until 
later this fall. 

It’s obvious, though, regardless of that 
statement, that Quayle is laying down the 
groundwork for a very serious run for the 
presidency. 

And if his personal history repeats itself, 
the self-described. “underdog” will rattle a 
few contenders and impress the elec- 
torate. 

To put it briefly, when Quayle runs the 
show, he’s usually quite successful. 
Eighteen years ago, Quayle, then 29, won 
his first attempt to gain a seat in the U.S. 
House of Representatives. 

Many said it couldn’t be done, and others 
(from within his own party) said he was 
put out there to represent the party, but

would likely lose. The Quayles proved 
their critics wrong. Two years later, he 
kept his seat in a re-election bid, and in 
1980, restless to be in the Senate, Quayle 
left his safe House seat and sought to 
defeat three-term Democratic Senator 
Birch Bayh. 

Critics said “Indiana is sending in a boy 
to do a man’s job.” Quayle’s own father 
said he’d lose, and still others thought he 
was crazy to leave the House. 

He proved them wrong, too. Quayle won 
with a 55 percent of the vote. He was re- 
elected, with an even greater margin of 
victory, in 1986. 

University of Virginia political science 
professor, Larry Sabato, said it was 
Quayle’s tenacity, intelligence and ability 
to work a crowd that made him a success. 
So what happened during his vice presi- 
dency? 

Quayle attributes much difficulty to 
being unable to work his own agenda. 
Basically, he wasn’t on his own timetable. 
And, no one ever enhances their public 
image by serving as vice president. 

But that’s all behind him now, and he’s a 
better man for it. He’s 
experienced two 
national campaigns, he 
clearly knows the inner 
workings of 
Washington, and he’s 
got a lot of political 
backing. He was proba- 
bly the most controversial vice president 
in recent times, and for better or worse, 
most people know him by name. 

So what to expect from a Quayle cam- 
paign? 

For starters, by pushing for “family val- 
ues” Quayle has opened up discussion 
about placing morality in government. A 
portion of his “family values” public policy 
calls for a marriage tax cut. But as far as 
implementing this agenda, Quayle has yet 
to develop a plan, if it can be imposed at 
all.

But then Cunningham connected on 
two passes on Philadelphia’s final 
possession, enabling the Eagles to run 
out the clock.

The Vatican planned to state its posi- 
tion on the draft Tuesday. As the lone 
dissenter in the previous two U.N. 
population conferences, the Vatican 
isn’t likely to accept the reproductive 
rights and contraceptign sections. 

Argentina said it would oppose 
those sections. Other countries also 
may express reservations during 
Tuesday’s session. 

Third World delegates questioned 
whether poor nations could pay their 
assigned two-thirds share of the target 
of $17 billion yearly for population 
and health programs. And they said 
the almost total concern with sexual 
issues left little time for discussing 
development. 

A working group forged a compro- 
mise on reproductive health that the 
whole committee approved late 
Monday afternoon. 

The working group sidestepped the 
Vatican’s objections to a right to “fer- 
tility regulation,’ which it said could 
mean abortion under World Health 
Organization definitions. 

It was changed to “regulation of fer- 
tility” to separate it from the WHO 
terminology. Nicolaas Biegman, the 
Dutch diplomat who chaired the com- 
mittee, said it was a deliberately 
ambiguous solution. 

The Vatican won reference to 
parental responsibility in the section 
on adolescent sex counseling, It also 
succeeded in getting in two state- 


ments proclaiming that abortion 


should not be promoted as a means of 
family planning. 

Biegman said, “I don’t think they 
have been able to turn the spirit of the 


document, which is individual choice,- 


including artificial contraception. 

“The stress is on the individual 
aspect. The Vatican would have liked. 
much more to have it confined to the 
family situation. 

“Tf I were the Vatican I would think 
twice about participating (in future 
U.N. conferences) as a full partici- 
pant,” he said. 

The committee cut references to 
sexual rights, reduced the reference to 
individual reproductive rights and 
sexual health and eliminated other 
unions. Conservative Muslims object- 
ed to the last phrase as an endorse- 
ment of homosexuality and promiscu- 
ity. 

The United States, Canada and 
European union won a victory over 
mostly poor Third World countries, 
who wanted immigrants to have the 
right to have their families join them. 


The wealthier countries said estab- 
lishing such a right would undermine 
their efforts to control immigration. 

The document will serve as a guide- 
line for countries and aid-givers, and 
can be used by activists to hold their 
governments accountable-for its prin- 
ciples. 

Dramatic outbursts by anti-abortion 
activists had authorities worried. They 
stepped up security Monday, but an 
anti-abortion activist trailed Wirth on 
Monday and shouted at him as he left 
a meeting room. 

“This conference is about destroying 
life!” yelled Sharon Turner, of 
Glenwood, Md. “This is against God.”

Parti Quebecois 
wins majority in 
Canadian vote

MONTRUAL — Quebec 
voters took what could be their 
first step toward independence 
Monday by giving the sepa- 
ratist Parti Quebecois a solid 
majority in the provincial legis- 
lature. 

Official results showed 
Jacques . Parizeau’s Parti 
Quebecois winning 69 seats in 
the 125-seat legislature and 
leading in 12 districts. Premier 
Daniel Johnson’s Liberal Party 
had won 38 seats and was lead- 
‘ing in five. One seat was won 
by the small, separatist 
Democratic Action Party. 

Many Quebec voters are fed 
up with the sagging economy 
and 12.2 percent unemploy- 
ment in this province of seven 
million people and would like 
to turn the Liberals out. So a 
vote for the Parti Quebecois is 
not necessarily a vote for sepa- 
ration. 

A referendum on sovereignty 
in 1980 was voted down 40 per- 
cent to 40 percent. 

Premier Jean Chretien and 
other federal government offi- 
cials haven't commented on the _ 
Quebec campaign, and leaders 
_ Of other provinces have also 
- largely stayed out of the debate. 
- But a Parti Quebecois victory 
would no doubt lead to a full- 
- court press by the federal gov- 
ernment and other provinces on 
’ behalf of Canadian unity. 

While the leaders of the prin- 
cipal parties campaigned on 
issues such as employment, 


_ education and the economy, the _ 


focus ultimately came back to 
' independence and whether 
- Quebecois would be better or 
worse off in a separate country. 

Parizeau, a graduate of the 
London School of Economics 
and a former economics profes- 
sor, said Quebec would save 
billions of dollars simply by 
eliminating duplication of fed- 

eral and provincial depart- 
ments. 

_ Johnson ridiculed those num- 
bers and said independence not 
only would put an enormous — 
debt burden on Quebecois, but 
would cost them a fortune in 
developing a military, 
embassies, and other trappings 
of independence. 

“Why would someone who 
doesn’t want Quebec to sepa- 
rate vote for separatists and get 
on that incredibly slippery 
slope of economic deteriora- 
tion?” Johnson asked in his 
final campaign news conter- 
erice. 

In his last speech, Parizeau 
pleaded for unity among 
Quebecois. _ 

“Once campaigns are over, 
once the speeches have come to 
an end, we have to eliminate 
the rancor and bitterness that _ 
remain, forget the conflicts 
which might have appeared and 
say all together we're going to 
rebuild the economy of Quebec, 
we're going to re-establish a 
climate of confidence among 
Quebecois and we'll get our 
own country.”

Having a Provo/Orem zip code is 
desirable for a business, but with 
building space fast becoming a scarci- 
ty, it is getting much harder to acquire 
and keep. 

Steve Gleason, Provo Economic 
Development business development 
representative, described office space 
as “extremely tight.” 

“We’ve been sending people to 
Orem, and they’ve been sending them 
over to us,” Gleason said. “So far 
we’ve been able to find space for 
everyone, but it’s not always ideal

financially or location-wise.” 

According to Gleason, a low cost of 
living, a steady increase in wages and 
a three percent unemployment rate all 
aid in increasing the buying power of 
the area — one reason for the desir- 
ability of locating in Provo/Orem. He 
cites the highly educated workers that 
come out of BYU and UVSC as 
another. 

According to Jim Clark, Clark 
Commercial Real Estate broker, the 
15 business complexes in the 
Provo/Orem area with 25,000 square 
feet or more have a 2.5 percent vacan- 
cy rate. 

“The Provo/Orem area has reached 


its limits,” Gleason said. “We’ve 
expanded about as far as we can go.” 

Clark shows Utah County as having 
a 4.47 percent retail vacancy rate. 
According to Gleason, the turnover 
rate is high. When a business leaves, 
another jumps in. 

Karl Anderson, owner of Cruise Inn 
grocery store, is feeling the flip side. 
He says business in Provo can be 
tough. 

“Provo is like any community,” he 
said. “They use pro-business rhetoric, 
but the reality of it is they are anti- 
business. Everybody wants to prosper, 
so they make it hard for others to get
